‘I found on investigation,” said Mr. 
Moloney to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“that my brother had shot himself. 

“He had nervous prostration Sunday, 
owing to the fact that his beautiful 
home, given to his wife and him by his 
father-in-law, F. E. Niesen, was totally 
destroyed by fire, and the loss only par- 
tially covered by insurance.” 

Moloney shot himself in the kitchen 
of the Guiler home. The bullet entered 
his mouth, \passed upward and emerged 
at the top of the head. He was alive 
when Dr. Kuhn, a neighboring physt- 
clan, reached the house, but was not 
conscious and made no statement. No 
note or other evidence of -premedita- 
tion was found. 

R. E. Moloney, the brother who found 
the dying man, Was divorced a few 
weeks ago from his wife, Mrs. Guillel- 
mine BE. Moloney, who was nine years 
his serior. He is confidentia! clerk in 
the law offices of Boyle & Priest. 

David F. Moloney’s insurance agency 
eccupied a large suite in the Pierce 


‘Bullding. He was 27 years old and was 


married a little more than a year ago. 
The home, Frontier Court, was a wed- 
ding gift and a Christmas present to 
his wife. An infant was recently born 
to them.

“The next moment I was thrown vio- 
lently out of my bed te the floor. 1 was 
half stunned, but knew that the only 
thing to do was to make my way out- 
doors. The streets were filled. Every- 
body had rushed out in their night- 
clothes, heedless of the rain which was 
falling in torrents. 

‘““Terrified screams arose from all sides 
and we heard heart-rending appeals for 
help from the unfortunates pinned be- 
neath the ruins. 

Walls Were Tottering. 

“Walls were tottering all around us, 
aud not one of my party expected to es- 
cape alive. My brothers and sisters 
were with me, and in a frenzy of terror 
we groped our way through the streets. 
helding our own against the panic- 
stricken people, clambering over piles 
of ruins, until we finally reached a place 
of comparative safety. 

“All along thé road we were jostled 
by scores of fleeing people, half clad 
like ourselves. The houses continued 
to crash to the ground in whatever di- 
rection we turned. 

“Suddenly the sea began to pour inte 
the town. It seemed to me that this 
must be the end of everything. The on- 
coming waters rolled in a huge wave, 
accompanied by a terrifying roar. 


Explosion Shook Town. 
“The sky was aglow with the reflec- 


tion of burning palaces and other build- 
ings, and as if this was not enough, 
there ‘suddenly shot up into the sky a 
huge burst of flame, followed by a 
crash that seemed to shake the whole 
town. This probably was the gas works 
blowing up. 

“Eventually we reached the principal 
square of Messina. Here we found two 
or three thousand utterly terrified peo- 
ple assembled. None of us know what 
to do. We were in an agony of fear. 
Men and women prayed, groaned ‘and 
screamed. 

“I saw one of the big buildings front- 
ing on the square collapse. It seemed 
to Me that scores of persons were bur- 
led beneath the ruins. Then I lost con- 
sciousness and I remember no more.”

A thick fog prevatied at the 
time and it was_impossible for him to 
fee the Messina lighthouse or the Cala- 
brian coast, '

ple were taken on board. The sea was 
littered with wreckage in every direc- 
tion. ,

married and had two children. He had 
been ill for some time. 
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ESSINA, second town of Sicily, 
130,000 inhabitants and an im- 
mense trade, has a tragic his- 

tory. 

Founded in 732 B. C., by pirates 
from Cumae, it had become in 494 a 
strong city, and was then captured 
by Anascilas, tyrant of Rhegium. In 
466 B. C. it became a Republic; but: 
in 396 B. C., the Carthaginians de- 
stroyed it. 

It was rebuilt by Dionysius, and 
changed hands several times during 
the next 50 years. During the Punic 
wars it alternately became Roman 
and Carthaginian spoil, being sacked, 
partly burned and rebuilt, its natu- 
ral beauty and advantages as a trad- 
ing port making it desirable. 

The Saracens took it in A. D. 831, 
and in 1061 it fell’ into the hands of 
the Norman Crusaders. In 1190 Rich- 
ard Coeur de Lion, who was hold- 
ing Messina with an army, quar- 
reled with Tancred, a Norman no- 
ble, and in the melee that followed 
the city was sacked. 

HE SICILIAN VESPERS.—In 

; 1194 Messina, with the rest of 

Sicily, fell into the hands of 
the French and in 1282 became the 
scene of a’ terrible uprising known 
as the Sicilian Vespers, during which 
thousands were massacred and the 
Fgench driven from the island.

The 
Spaniards then appealed to Holland 
and a combined fleet of Spanish and 
Dutch vessels went there, only. to be 
defeated by the French fleet. 

Soon afterwards the French aban- 
doned Messina, Spain again becom-~ 
ing its master, and taking away its 
self-government 80 that it lost its 
importance.

Accused Women Will Admit 
Shooting Militiaman Dur- 
~ ing Quarrel at Home. 





MEDIA, Pa., Dec. 29.—Mrs. Florence 
Erb and her sister, Mrs. Catherine Bei- 
sel, were placed on trial in the Delaware 
County Court here today charged with 
the murder of Mrs. Erb’s husband, Capt. 
J. Clayton Erb, at his country home. 
“Red Gables,’’ near Village Green, on 
the night of Oct. 6 Capt. Erb, who 
Was secretary to Israel W. Durham, 
the Republican leader of Philadelphia, 
and also a well known national guards- 
man, was shot during a quarrel, in 
which Mrs. Erb and Mrs, Beisel particti- 
pated. Mrs. Beisel is charged with hav- 
ing fired the shot that killed the cap- 
tain, but both she and Mrs. Erb have 
been jointly and separately indicted on 
a charge of murder.

Dury, prepossessing and a ready talk- 
er, told the young wife stories of stage 
_ fe which enchanted her, and a week 
ago she left her mother’s home, taking 
with. her her baby, and went to live 
with Dury, who previously had left his 
wife at an outdoor resort for tubercu- 
. josis patients at Englewood. 

Bell heard of it at Laramie, hurried 
back to Denver and for days walked 
the streets, looking for Dury and his 
wife. Finally he located them at a room- 
ing house on Curtis street. 

Yesterday afternoon he went to the 
house and knocked at their door. His 
wife answered the knock. 

Begs for Dury’s Life, 

Pushing past the screaming woman, 
Bell walked up to Dury and asked him 
to step into the hall. 

Mrs. Bell, pleading for Dury’s life, 
followed the men, but Bell took her by 
the arm, pushed her back into the room 
and a moment later shot Dury dead. 

Bell told the police later that Dury 
had attacked him first, but added: 

“I did what I thought was my.duty.” 

Dury and Bell are both graduates of 
the Cincinnati College of Music, and 
had formed an acquaintance some time 


before Mrs. Bell became acquainted with 
Dury. 


Dury’s Father Is Prominent. 

CINCINNATI, Dec. 29.—Chariles Cuvier 
Dury Jr., who was shot and killed by 
Charles Burdette Bell in Denver, was 
the son of Prof. Charles Dury of this 
city, an ornithologist who. has a national 
reputation. Prof. Dury is a taxidermist 
of the Smithsonian Institution and of 
the Chicago University, and has written 
many books on bird lore. Charles C. 
Dury was 25 years of age and before 
leaving this city was regarded as an 
amateur actor of ability. He was mar- 
ried four years ago and left here for 
Denver two years later. Bell, who is 
sharged with the shooting of Dury was 
married in Cincinnati two years ago.

That circuit judges feel it beneath their 
lignity to preside over juvenile courts is 
the opinion of Judge George H. Wl- 
UNams of St. Louis as he expressed it 
to the Missourl Judicial Conferenc?2 
Tuesday in recommending unifornity in 
the juvenile court laws of the State. 

Judge Wlilams gave the women of 
Missouri and the sociologists credit for 
the enactment of the present laws. He 
also declared that while many of the 
circuit judges did vot want to preside 
over the juvenile courts, they were not 
by training fitted for that work. 

“To properly discharge his duties a 
judge of the Juvenile Court must have 
a fair knowledge of the social conditions 
that prevail in the different sections of 
the city in which he lives,"’ said Judge 
Wiliiams. ‘‘He must know the environ- 
ment of the delinquents who come before 
him or he cannot preperly determine 
what is best to be done under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Place Is Hard to Fill, 

“The piace is difficult to fill. It means 
much hard work on the part of the 
Judge assigned to the court. But few 
judges are willing to take the assign- 
ment. I feel that I was repaid many 
times over for the work I.did during my 
20 months’ assignment to the Juvenile 
Court of St: Louis. 

“Many judges, however, feel that they 
have been elected to discharge more im- 
portant duties. They seem to think it 
beneath their dignity to preside over the 
Juvenile Court. 

“Our juvenile court laws are princi- 
pally the work of women and sociolo- 
gists and contain some inconsistencies 
and incongruities. I think they should 
be made uniform throughout the State. 
The juvenile court ought to be presided 
over by a Circuit Judge, for if it was 
made a special office it would fall into 
the maelstrom of politics and religion 
and would become abominable. It ought 
to be generally understood in e:ections 
that one certain judge on each ticket 
was espectally qualified, for “juvenile 
court work and was running for that of- 
fice."’ 

Judge Williams presented a draft of 
a uniform juvenile court law to the 


“iconferenece. It was adopted and will be 


recommended to the Legislature for en- 
actment. The proposed law increases 
the salaries of the probation officers. 
Judge Williams declared that the pres- 
ent salaries are not sufficient to employ 
proper talent to correctly report the so- 
cial conditions of the del.nquents who 
are brought into court. 

Judge Williams said the 
passed to question the authority of the 
State to exercise control over delinquent 
children. Hie said they infest the cities 
like flies and that the State should do 
everything in its power to make useful 
citizens out of them, for tomorrow they 
become the State. 

Suggests Special Committee. 

A resolution requesting the Legislature 
to appoint a committee of three or more 
high-class lawyers to co-operate with 
committees from the House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate in the revision'of 
the statutes was offered by Judge Brad- 
ley of Warrensburg., He said he thought 
the judicial, legislative and executive 


branches of government should not med-_ 


die with the affairs of each other, but 
that the bench and bar of the State de- 
manded a far better revision’ of the 
statutes than has ever. before been 
made. 

The plan suggested by a committee 
of the conference, of which Judge With- 
row is chairman, to have the revision 
referred to a commission of experts, and 
the Governor to call a special session of 
the Legislature when it was ready to 
report, was declared by Judge Bradicy 
to be unconstitutional. The motion 
evoked a lively discussion, and many 
judges advocated it In preference to the 
plan suggested by Judge Withrow.

Py creating a mythical friend in the 
person of “Mr. Thomas J. Collins,”’

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Corner in Turkeys for 
Christmas Trade. 


PROFIT WAS ENORMOUS 
Got 22 Cents Per Pound After 
the Fresh-Dressed Market 
Was Bare. 


a 








The Beef Trust has becong a turkey 
trust, too. It has cornered tm ‘“iwrkey 
market and has been demandiw the 
highest prices ever known, and making 
enormous profits. 

Tor weeks before Christmas agents 
of the Beef Trust scoured the country 
around St. Louis, buying all the turkeys 
in sight. They were shipped to the 
packing houses in East St. Louis, 
dressed and put in cold storage, and 
thrown on the market a few days be- 
fore Christmas. 

Local butchers and grocers who had 
taken orders on the basis of the normal 
market that prevailed five or six days 
before Christmas, suddenly found them- 
selves unable to buy fresh turkeys at 
any price. The few fresh turkeys that 
were on the market readily brought 
from % to 30 cents a pound. 

Practically all of the frozen stock of 
the Beef Trust was sold on the high 
markets. The trust got from 20 to 22 
eents a pound for turkeys it bought for 
10 and 12 cents a pound, gross. Much 
of the cold-storage stock was thawed 
out and sold as fresh dressed turkey. 


Hotels Took Frozen Stock. 
Retailers sold cold storage turkeys ar 


22 to 27 cents a pound, Individual pur- 
chasers refused to buy the cold storage 
turkeys, but hotels and restaurants 
bought little else. 

Eastern buyers also bought heavily 
in the Southwestern markets, especially 
in Missouri, Illinois, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas. They shipped many car 
loads of turkeys to New “k, Phila- 
delphia, Boston and other Eastern cit- 
les. The Beef Trust got the lion’s share 
of what was left. 

Commission rorchants in St. Louis, 
expecting that shipments a few days 
before Christmas would be ample to 
supply the local demand, were caught 
short when very few turkeys came in. 

In former vearr thousands of turkeys 
have been rushed by express into the 
St. Louis narkets. This year the ex- 
press companies received very few tur- 
keys for late shipment. The beef Trust 
had bought them up and shipped them 
by freight. 

The Beef Trust, fully informed as to 
the situation, knew that the shortage of 
fresh turkeys would cause a sharp ad- 
“ance in prices, anc held itself in readi- 
ness to profit by its own shrewdness in 
cornering the market. 


Trust Not Disappointed. 
In this it was not in the least-disap- 


pointec. Turkeys were selling in St 
Louis at 16 and 17 cents a pound the 
week before Christmas. When the com- 
mission men and retailers awoke to the 
situation Monday before Christmas it 
was too late. 

Practically all of the turkeys except 
cold storage were gone, and the Beef 
Trust selc the whip hand on the sterage 
stock. 

Prices began soaring. Ketailers with 
big orders to fill offered almost fabu- 
lous prices for the few fresh turkeys 
within reach, Here was the situation 
the Beef Trust had been preparing for. 
and it got busy. Armour & Co. had 
more turkeys on Monday before Christ- 
mas than all the commission merchants 
and retailers in St. Louis. Other pack- 
ers were also heavily stocked. 

With practically nothing but ,cold 
storage stuff offered, St. Louis btyers 
had to accept it at the prices demand- 
ed or go without. Some people went 
without turkey, but enough bought tuo 
enable the Beef Trust to reap great 
profits. 

Only the farmers and poultry raisers 
who held their turkeys for the last 
days of the Christmas market profited 
any by the high prices. They were glad 
to get 10 and 12 cents a pound for their 
live turkeys. 

A turkey loses but 10 per cent in the 
dressing process. By the time the tur- 
keys were shipped to the packing houses 
and placed in storage, they represented 
an outlay of not more than 12 to 14 
cents a pound. All of the packing house 
stuff was bought on a low market. It 
will be seen, therefore, that the Beef 
Trust made on an average of not less 
than 10 cents a pounds on the thousands 
of tons of turkeys it sold a few days 
before Christmas.

Bread at Less Than Cost, 

Bread of all kinds is now selling at 
less than cost in the Ghetto. About 16 
bakeries in the district bounded by Sixth 
and Eighteenth streets, and including 
Carr, Biddle, Morgan and Wash streets, 
are in competition. Sixteen-cent loaves 
of bread are selling for eight cents, 10- 
cent loaves for four cents, five-cent 
loaves at two for five cents, and Vienna 
rolls and pumpernickel are passing over 
the counters at half price and less. 

The reduction started late Saturday 
night, and prices continued to drop a 
cent and half a cent at a time until 
the above quotations prevailed early 
Tuesday. +The rival bakers expect 
prices to go lower steadily, and one of 
them said bread might be given away 
before the fight ends if the bakers do 
not get together and form a combina- 
tien in self-defense. 

“We started with a one cent drop all 
around,’’ said Harry Senturia, at 1014 
North Eleventh street, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘“‘We are now away be- 
low actual cost and there seems to be 
no end in sight. Like as not some of 
the bakers will be giving away bread 
before they get through. 


Woman Held Responsible, 

‘A woman started it all. Mrs. Lewis 
of 1102 High street, cut her prices and 
got all the trade, and we were forced 
to cut to save ourselves. : 

‘It became talked about yesterday 
that we were giving bread away, and 
soon there was such a crowd I had to 
call the police. They didn’t stop till I 
was sold out.’’ 

Mrs. Lewis is confident she did not 
start the row. “The other bakers came 
to us and wanted to form a combine to 
control prices,” she said. “We have a 
large delicatessen trade, and that makes 
them jealous. My husband was willing, 
but I refused to go into their scheme. 
They went away and began to cut prices 
at once, to ruin me. I had to cut then, 
myself, buf not as much as they did. I 
am 2 cents above them all around now.” 


Expects to Be Ruined. 

“It will ruin us,” said Adam Knebel 
of 1400 Biddle street. “I did not ‘start 
this thing, but I had to come to it, to 
save myself. They'll be giving bread 
away if they don’t stop. It is below 
cost, now. We are all selling at the 
same prices. I am trying to get the 
other Yiddish bakers to form an asso- 
ciation to restore prices. If they don’t, 
they’ll go broke, sure.” 

H. Goldberg, at Fifteenth and O’Fal- 
lon streets, says he is losing money. 
‘‘They rush at my shop like a pack of 
wolves, and I have te meet the others,”’ 
he said. “Bread and rolls are now al! 
below half price, and still going down. 
I shall refuse to cut any more, and then 
I'll lose my trade. What's a man to 
do?”’

HIGHER PRICES FOR COFFEE. 

While little is said at Washington or elsewhere 
as to the reason for the proposed tariff tax of 
several cents a pound on coffee, the fact is, of 
course, that it is designed to produce revenue. A 


‘deficit unexampled in time of peace confronts 


the Treasury and as there is nothing to do but 
decrease expenditures or raise, more money, the 
last-named policy is likely to be adopted. When 
there was a big surplus it was said by the Demo- 
crats that “unnecessary taxation is unjust taxa- 
tion.” Under our present reckless and wasteful. 
system of expenditure there never can be a sur- 
plus, and so all taxation is “necessary.” 

A tax on coffee would be regarded by most peo- 
ple as a direct tax, for its imposition would be 
expressed instantly in increased prices. Some 
such practical illustration as this of the cause 
and effect of high taxes is probably necessary to 
direct some attention to’ the extravagance now 
rampant at Washington.

Ittner has no better excuse to offer than the in- 
formation that he is planning fire’escapes as rap- 
idly as he can get to the work,» Since this work 
is more important than any other which awaits 
him, and requires less planning, it is strange that 
it takes so long a time to get to it. 

The plain duty of the Board is:to get to it 
at once. It is rot a debatable question. The law 
requires it, to say nothing of the plain dictates 
of humanity. Any further delay will convict the 
board of gross neglect of duty, which may, at any 
time, be brought home to every member by a dis- 
aster exceeding in horror that of Collinwood.

LAWS THAT HIT AND MISS. 

If the Sherman anti-trust law had been enforced 
against the offenders whom Congress: had in 
mind when it was passed it would not so easily 
have been converted into a measure for the sup- 
pression of the activities of labor unions. Owing 
to the refusal of various presidents to apply it 
to the rea] trusts, smart’ lawyers have forged 
from its terms s@veral keen weapons for use 
against organized labor. 
Laws passed for one purpose and used for an- 
other are certain to convey the idea of oppression. 
The fourteenth amendment to the National Constt- 
tution was adopted primarily as a measure of 
protection to the negroes, but it contained a 
clause in their interest prohibiting states from 
depriving any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law. While the blacks 
have had little benefit from this guarantee it has, 

judicial interpretation, been of the greatest 
value to corporations which the people of the 
states have sought to control. 
There are many contradictions and inconsis- 
tencies in Mr. Roosevelt’s public character, but 
the one which it is most difficult to reconeile is 
that which appears in his words and deeds with 
reference to trusts. No other man in high place 
has said so many harsh things about the great 
offenders of business, and yet he has always in- 
sisted upon the modification of the Sherman 
law and he now practically favors its repeal. An 
executive who would have us believe that he 
wishes to destroy the trusts is intent only on the 
destruction of the law which is aimed straight 
at the trusts. 

The Gompers case is an important one in 
many respects. It shows that we have laws under 
which private parties can put labor leaders in 
jail, but which, through indifference of the Pres- 
ident, have never been utilized for the punish- 
ment of the offenders whom Congress had in 
view. No doubt, if they had been enforced as 
was intended they would not have been so 
strangely misapplied. 
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THE UNION ELECTRIC CASE. 

The case against the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. to annul the charter has failed on 
grounds clearly defined by Judge Taylor, and it is 
not probable that the higher courts will take any 
other view of the matter. 

But this is not the end of it. With very few ex- 
ceptions a public service corporation is a mo- 
nopoly, and as sueh, must submit to the laws reg- 
ulating monopolies, The charter cannot be for- 
feited, but the company can be reached and re- 
strained by suit for excessive charges or for dis- 
crimination in charges. It is a fundamental of 
the law that charges must be reasonable and uni- 
form, and the question of reasonableness and 
uniformity can be settled at the instance of any 
citizen who believes himself wronged. 

Public service corporations are chartered to 
serve the public, not to bleed it. Abundant evi- 
dence tending to show that the Union Electric 
has been guilty of extortion and favoritism has 
been published in these columns. It can be 
brought to punishment by any citizer or asso- 
ciation of citizens who will undertake the task. 
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FOOD PRICES AND FAMILIES. 

Turkey soared to 28 cents at Christmas time, 
due, it ‘s said, to a short supply which is at- 
tributed to the business depression of the past 
lio months. Raisers of turkeys reduced the out- 
put when they found birds on hand were not 
demanded at a price that would pay them a suf- 
ficient profit. Their caution increased the profit 
of jobbers, for it was that branch of the trade 
that realized the great price which came of an 
improved market. Next year the farmer will in- 
‘crease his turkey output and the price will be 
lower, while tre money in the hands of pur- 
chasers will probably be greater. 

Another peculiar phase of the industrial de- 
pression appears in the St. Louis vital statistics. 
Thanksgiving day is the most popular date for 
marriages; it is then that the matrimonial curve 
of the vear rises to its highest point. A com- 
parison between the records of marriages on 
Thanksgiving day, 1905 and 1907, showed but a 
slight increase for the later year, while in 1908 
there was a loss as compared with the Thanks- 
giving days of the three-previous years. 

Births have also declined. Christmas day is a 
notable occasion for entrance into the world, yet 
the Board of Health reports only 30 babies born 
in St. Louts on this great holiday, against 40 born 
on Christmas day, 1907. 

However much the kaisers may preach and 
however much the world may love lovers and 
babies, the common sense of St. Louisans will 
keep the population in check until such time as 
the price of food shall fall to the level which 
the family purse may cover. 
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THE COLOR LINE IN PUGILISM. 

For the first time in history a negro is the 
heavyweight champion of the world. He is the 
first negro who has ever had a chance to win that 
honor, for he is the first to meet a champion in 
the ring. This fighter is Jack Johnson, a native 
of Galveston, Tex. He won his honor in faraway 
Australia, after he had followed the champion he 
was destined to defeat more than half-way around 
the globe, demanding the chance to show his 
superiority. 

- Now that a negro ist a champion, the color line 
in the ring is probably eliminated. A champion 
can afford to refuse to “meet a nigger” who is a 
would-be champion, but the would-be champion, 
be he ever so white,. cannot refuse to meet the 
champion who is a descendant of African kings 
or cannibals. White pugilists may not relish the 
idea of a negro champion, but the only way they 
jcan change present conditions is to defeat the 
negro at the game in which he has proved him- 
self a master. The Galveston boy has wiped out 
the color line in pugilism.

HERE was wild excitement in King Louis’ Canadian province one morn- 
ing in the latter half of the seventeenth century when it was discovered 
that no less than 800 young men had‘vanished during the night. Ques- 

tions were shouted; women loudly bewailed the disappearance of husband or 
son. Little by little the responsibility was sifted down to one man—a squat, 
shaggy French emigrant, Daniel Du “hut. At last the mystery was cleared. 
Du Lhut had persuaded the 80 youths to turn their backs on provincial 
responsibility (and poverty) and to take up outlaw life under his leadership. 

Du Lhut belonged to the petty nobility of France. To mend his finances 
fie had come to Canada. There he found no gold lying around loose; ngqQ 
prospect of winning untold fortune without an effort. The province’s chief 
wealth lay in its fur trade. But this was so restricted by law that it was no 
longer within reach of every newcomer. There were several lines of com- 
: mercial business"open to Du Lhut, but being of noble birth, he. scorned to 
work for a living. The wild, forest life pp 
THE constant dangers and its prospects of gaining riches 

ae by unlawful fur trading appealed strongly to him. 

SCORNED TO WORK Pe found many others of the settlement’s young- 

er colonists who had the same idea. He was 4 
‘born leader of men, this shaggy soldier of fortune who sneered at honest 
work. So he hit upon a plan. 

With 800 followers he turned his back upon civilization and started on the 
‘exciting life of a coureur de bois (forest runner). In other words, he plunged 
into the wilderness to barter, steal or fight for all the fur he could get hold 
of, and incidentally, to be free of the thousand churchly and secular rules that 
- bound down the Canadian colonists. He and his men became outlaws. And 
no local power was strong enough t» arrest or punish them. 

Frontenac, Governor of Canada, loved a brave man. He also encouraged any 
scheme that would extend France’s power westward. So he secretly protected 
Du Lhut from pursuit. The outlaw’s uncle, a French merchant, also undertook 
to dispose of his wares at a tremendous profit. So did other merchantg who 
could safely dodge the law. 

Du Lhut spent the next few years in the forests, ruling his flerce com- 
panions with a rod of iron; alternately making friends with Indians and carry- 
ing on merciless war against them in their own wilderness fastnesses. From 
time to time he would leave the woods and hurry across to France to strengthen 
his position by shrewd deals with the Minister for Colonial Affairs. He was by 
now far too strong in every way to fear anything from the local law. He 
founded what is still known as Fort William, on the north shore of Lake Su- 
*perior, building there a trading post. Thence he carried out explorations and 
administered rude frontier justice. Once, for instance, in 1684, when several 
hostile Indians had killed two of his followers he boldly entered the hunting 
grounds of their tribe, at the head of a few forest runners, caught the two 
murderers and ordered them shot. The whole tribe surged about him in fury, 
{ threatening to destroy the handful of fearless white men. But Du Lhut coolly 
ignored their presence and had the two captives put to death according to his 
orders. 

Du Lhut built a fort and established a settlement, in 1686, on the shore of the 
“detroit” (strait) between Lake Huron and Lake Erie. (The town took its name 
from its position on the strait, and ‘Detroit’ it re- 
mains to this day). He was soon called back to Can- 
ada to help protect Montreal against the Iroquois in- 
4 ‘ 'yasion in 1689. In that Indian war he performed deeds 
, of valor that would shame the hero of a Wild West 
novel. Once, during the campaign, he and a few followers attacked an Iro- 
quois war canoe, slew 18 of its 22 occupants and captured three of the re- 
maining four. For years he suffered horribly from gout, which made his every 
mile through the forest a torture. He claimed to have been cured of this, at 
last, by an Iroquois saint’s miracle. 

The Canadian Government loaded Du Lhut with honors and offices in his 
old age. But he turned his back on these and went again to the Lake Su- 
perior wilderness, where, in 1709, at the age of 64, he died. The city of Duluth 


is named for him.

HILE Wagner's letters contain countless and bitter references to his 
poverty and the never-ceasing mon y stringency, his financial condition 
was more often than not due to his imgracticable handling of his affairs. 

In comparison with the money earned by contemporary composers of far small- 
er powers, Wagner was poorly paid for his works. Nevertheless, for some 
years before his death he received substantial sums by the sale of publication 
and performing rights, royalties, etc. “Rienzi,’’ the first of his operas to be 
» performed, was a money-maker; but unfortunately the composer had omitted 
. to secure a profitable arrangement and he received $225 for his share in its 
first performances. The earlier operas were published on Wagner's own respon- 
sibility, and saddled an irksome debt on him. The publisher Meser had the 
sympathy of the wits of the day. He lived in the first story before printing 
“Rienzi,” they said; “The Fiying Dutchman” and “Tannhauser’’ took him up 
- to the second and third, and “Lohengrin’’ was sure to send him to the garret. 
.In later years as the music dramas gained momentum, the returns 
increased. The Intendant of the Berlin Opera House, who refused to pay $750 
for the rights to “Tannhauser,” was compelled to pay the composer $1300 in 
tantiemes the first year alone, The publishing rights of the ‘“‘Nibelungen Ring’”’ 
tetralogy were purchased by Schott and Son for $10,000, and for ‘‘Parsifal’’ they 
paid the composer $15,000. According to Mr. Henry T. Finck, Wagner's income 
- for the last year of his life (1882) was $25,000. The annual profits from his operas 
. have, of course, steadily increased. In 1892 Mr. Finck estimates them to have 

‘been at least $50,000; and without a doubt twice that amount is well within the 
_ figures for the last few years, The Bayreuth Festivals alone have been a 
‘ weritable gold mine for the heirs of Wagner. The quickest and most’ easily 
earned money that Wagner ever received was the $5000 paid by a group of 
‘tioh Americans for the “Centennial Mareh,””’ which he wrote to order for the 
’ Philadelphia Exposition of 1876. The immense interest in Wagner after his 
 @eath is illustrated by the fact that his widow received $12,000 for the concert 
rights for a year for a youthful symphony which had never been published and 
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; which the composer himself never wished given to the world.
